GINGER PLITMS 



2-1 pound cans red plum!> 

1 teaapoon lemon juice 
10 whole cloves 
1 tablespoon ground ginger 
1 teaspoon grated nutmeg 
Garnish 

3 tablespoons niarselv chopped 
ginger Crystallized 

Drain plums and place in a serving bowl. 
Place half the syrup from plums in sauce¬ 
pan. Add all other ingredients and sim¬ 
mer until syrup is reduced by half. Strain 
syrup over plums. Cool refrigerate cov¬ 
ered at least 2 hours. Just before serving, 
sprinkle with chopped ginger. 


CANADIAN GINGERBREAD 

6 ozs. plain flour 
pint sour cream 
4 ozs. sugar 

6 ozs. molasses 

3 ozs. butter 

1 egg 

I tsp. bircarbonate of soda 

Sift the flour. Add all other ingredients including the 
unbeaten egg, mix thoroughly. Pour (he mixture into 
a shallow well greased cake pan and bake in a moderate 
oven for 20 minutes. 



CHOCOLATE NUT 
GINGERBREAD APPLESAUCE 

^2 cup butter 

cups brown sugar 
1 egg well beaten 
IV^ cups cake flour 
1 teaspoon ground ginger 

1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

teaspoon ground cloves 
teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
y 2 cup molasses 

cup boiling water 

2 squares baking chocolate melted 

Place butler and sugar in bowl. Cream together. Stir 
in egg. Sift flour, ginger, cinnamon, cloves, salt, and 
soda together. Add drv ingredients alternately with 
molasses and water to first mixture. Add chocolate and 
nuts. Crease and flour cake pan only half full. Bake 
in 375' oven for 40 minutes. Cool. Place on cake platter. 
Fill center with applesauce. 
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GINGER ORANGE ICE BOX CAKE DIMNE 

Vz pound mari-litnallow cut in quarters 
cup orange juice, strained 
cup ginger ale 
pint heavy cream whipped 
% cup crystallized ginger coarslov chopped 
2 white oblong cakes weighing about 9 oza. each 

FROSTING 

pint heavy cream whipped 
I tablespoon confectioners sugar 


GARNISH 

1 tablespoon crystallized ginger chopped fine 
cup candied cherries, cut in half 


Place marshmallows and orange juice in lop of double boiler 
over hot water. Stir until marshmallows are two thirds melted. 
Remove from fire and cool, add ginger ale. Let stand 15 minutes 
or until mixture thickens. Foltl into whipped cream. Add Ginger. 
Trim off crusts of cake. Cut cake lengthwise into strips % in. 
thick. Line cake pan with cake strips. Spoon over half the filling. 
Cover completely with remaining filling and top with cake. 

Refrigerate for 12 hours. Just before serving unmold. Frost 
with sweatened whipped cream. Garnish with ginger and 
cherries. 

Forget your diet for this one. 







GINGER REFRIGERATOR COOKIES 

1 cup butter 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggg well beaten 

cups sifted all purpose flour 
cup molasses 

1 tablespoon ginger (ground) 

1 teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

Cream butter, add sugar gradually. Add eggs and 
molasses. Sift dry ingredients together, add blend, 
mixing well. Shape into log and wrap in saran or 
waxed paper. Chill several hours. Slice very thin and 
hake 10 to 12 minutes at 400°. 


GINGER CAKE 

1 tablespoon chopped orange peel 

2 cups flour 

teaspoon bicarbonate of soda 
^ teaspoon baking powder 

1 egg 

1 cup milk 

2 cups brown sugar 
teaspoon ground cloves 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 tablespoon melted butter 
(or other shortening) 

Boil the orange peel about an hour in a covered 
saucepan. Scrape off the white substance and 
chop the yellow. Sift flour with soda and baking 
powder. Beat the eggs slightly, add milk, sugar, 
and other ingredients. Melt the butter and stir it 
in last. Bake in greased and breaded 7 inch cake 
tin or frying pan. Bake in oven for 50 minutes 
at 375°. 


Ginger inspired the recipes in this volume. We 
hope tliey are as snappy as she is.
